brother from here went down and In- 
vestigated, lie found, that the gash 
In his neck which caused his death 
was on the riyht side of the neck. Etl- 
w.xrd Koelker is a right-handed, man 
and the natural course in a case of sui- 
cide would have been to start the gash, 
on the left side. 


William Koelker had J700 on his per- 


son when he wont to "Washington. He 
went for the purpose of buying fix- 
tures for hJs now bar. ^Vhen he was 
found $1.05 was on his person. A slg- 
net rlng1 worn by Koelker when he 
started on his journey was missinu. 
When Edward Koekler went to the 
"Washington hotel where the death oc- 
curred it was stated that the door 
leading to the room of the dead, man 
had been forced open by 
hotel
